Building and loan associations whieL ad- 
vance monoy only to their shareholders 
aro not taxed,'oxoept such savings .hanks 
or sooiotios wboso only members aro dnposi- 
tors nnd whoso only capital is deposits. 
Tho amount of deposits received In any 
ono year by tbo exempt association is ro- 
strictod to SI,000 from tho sumo depositor 
and the accumulation of deposits of any 
ono person must not exceed $10.000.

It is true efforts arc made by 
thn government authorities, but aro un- 
supported by popular sentiment. 
Tho 


laws could bo made mere comprehensive 
and tho government could bo much moro 
active in their enforcement.

Tho people of the world and our crudl- 


ors. commenced to become alarmed. The 
>loctlon of 1892 proclaimed to the world 
that tho people of tho United Stntos had 
Adopted a platform pledged to revolution- 
ize our existing financial policy. 
Our 


congress was composed of a heterogeneous 


nss of politicians with ideas of financial j 


reform nlmosts as numerous ns their ccn- 
ititueucios. 
But ono idea eooruod to be 


agreed upon, nnd thnt wns to change the 
order of things. 


Investors wore dismayed nnd capital 


terrorized. Foreign holders of our indus- 
trial securities sold and demanded their 
pay in tho currency of tho civilized world 
—gold. Holders of greenbacks presented 
them for gold redemption. Gold wns ex- 
ported. 
Gold wns hoarded. 
In other 


words thoro was a run upon tho Iwink of 
tho government. The sale of bonds for 
gold brought no relief because congress 
stUl threatened. Pooplo would not invest 
in our securities for lear Hint thoy would 
not, under future legislation, bo able to 
get bnck ns good money ns they loaned. 


Whilo probably no one doubted tho good 


intentions of tho government to main- 
tain its present currency, (gold, silver and 
paper, upon a parity,) the ublli:y to do so j 
wns doubted. 


It is unnecessary to discuss tho relative 


merits of gold or silver ns money metals. 
Confessedly so long as wo trade with and 
borrow Irom foreign countries, wo must 
maintain tho confidence of thoso foreign 
nations in our intention and ability to 
pay In their standard of value—gold. 
That wo must borrow foreign capital Is 
Indisputable. Europe wus accumulating 
wenlth ngus before our existence. Our re- 
sources and industries aro-so vast that wo 
must under coiimiorcial uncosiilty, become 
debtors. 
Oiu- standards ot value must 


correspond. To havo two measures o! 
value would be ns senseless as to have two 
yardsticks of different length. It is not 
enough that wo hnvo a currency which 
suits ourselves—it must bo acceptable to 
tho trndo centers of tho world. 
Legisla- 


tion must bo adopted which will convince 
tho world that wo intend to romnin, as 
boforo, upon n sound financial basis, and 
that our currency will bo at all hazards re- 
deemed in tho money of the civilized 
world, 
The influence of such a policy is 


shown by tho present lull resulting from 
tho president's announced determination 
to maintain our monetary unit, and wore 
it not for tbo indofonsible action of ocu- 
gross in refusing to disregard their 1S93 
platform, much ot tho lost confidence 
would bo restored. 
Tho inability of tho 


present congress to adopt hostile measures 
has also much to do with a ccBsntlou of 
gold withdrawals. 


The foregoing arc some oi the causes 


though not all, by which hnvo 
boon 


brought about tho threatening and almost 
ruinous cinditlou in which our financial 
system is today involved. 


wo cannot erystalizod into a statute, nnd 
make it tho law o! tho land, any idea 
which makes, either at homo or abroad, 
tho soundness oC our financial system a 
matter of question. Our lesislators at 
Washington in the discharge of their 
duties, do not legislate for tho American 
people alone. 
Tho questions of finance 


touch not alonojinr own people, but thoy 
touch tho peoplo of every country with 
whom wo aro carrying on financial trans- 
actions. 
There may bo those who hnvo 


discovered tho arc of making this country 
of ours, within nnd of itself, able to 
maintain a money system discredited else- 
where, and yet not suffer for it; but If 
there be, thoy havo not demonstrated by 
tho events of history, that tho thing has 
boon accomplished. 
Wo cannot, if wo 


try, separate tho United States and its 
financial system from the other countries 
of tho world and their financial systems, 
until wo have builded about us a wall, as 
effectual as tho Chinese wnll, and we can 
not maintain a system which does not 
accord with tho financial systems of other 
countries, until it is determined by statute 
that wo will carry on no business tran- 
sactions except with onr own people. 
Therefore, however, friendly wo nwy feel 
to any money, whether it bo of metal or 
of paper, unless it is evident by facts, in- 
stead of theory, that that money will moot 
tho obligations of tbo people ot this coun- 
try, both at homo and abroad, this coun- 
try can not afford to enter upon ic. 


No experiments with finance con bo 


undertaken without danger and no system 
of finance should bo undertaken unless it 
possesses tho confidence of tho people, 
which it cnn only obtain whan every dol- 
lar of its standard of value, in ochor words 
its currency, its money, either is intrinsi- 
cally or representatively of tho value ic 
purports to bo. Every experimental stat- 
ute upon tho question, so fur as we kuow, 
has proved a failure and usually broucht 
about financial distress. It may bo con- 
fidently ns«crted that thoro never was a 
nation, however old or powerful, but what 
suffered from panics nud financial disor- 
ders Immediately that thoy entered upon 
a monetary system that wus inherently 
unsound. 
Tho 
financial 
depression 


through which this country has just 
passed, had for its culminating cause, ex- 
perimental legislation, and it found ror 
its results—as was predicted by tho finan- 
cial student hero and the observer abroad 
at thn time it was finding its enactment 
—In what tho people havo just witnessed. 
Unwise legislation has produced panics, 
nod will again, with less chances of recov- 
ery because of lessened energies nnd de- 
pleted resources. It is worthy the atten- 
tion of every citizen, whether ho bo a 
manufacturer, merchant or nbovo all tho

BEEKEEPING FOR PROFIT. 


How Many Colonies of Bees Shall -Wo 


Keep In Our Apinrics? 


There seems to bo a growing tenden- 


cy of late to multiply our number of 
colonies rather than to see how good re- 
sults can be obtained from a few. The 
question arises, Can or' cannot bees be 
handled so that 50 colonies will produce 
as good results, with loss labor, than is 
got from 200 worked in tho way of many 
apiaries? 
Mr. G. M. Doolittle, a well 


known authority on all matters pertain- 
ing to tho honeybee, believes they can 
nnd thinks that the day iacoming when 
ono colony will produce as good res-aits 
as two aro now doing, if they do not 
equal four. 
Ho thus expresses himself 


in the columns of Tho American Bee 
Journal:. "I often find that 200 colonies 
give but littlo ii' any bettor results than 
do 50, whilo I know that moro work is 
required to caro for 200 during a year 
than is required for 50. To this work 
we hnvo to add the extra expense of 
hives, sections, etc., together with tho 
largo amount of honey it takes to feed 
tboso extra 150 colonies. 
This last, in, 


iuy opinion, is wherein lies the main 
trouble in making a Ir.rge Dumber pro- 
duce as many pounds par colony as do a 
few. 


"From careful experiments and ob- 


servations I am led to beliovo that it 
takes at least CO pounds of honey to car- 
ry ono colony of bees through the year; 
fl'enco if wo only get 30 pounds from a 
colony, an average yield that somo bee- 
keepers toll me they aro satisfied with, 
wo get only one-third of tho honey our 
bees gather, to paj" us back for all our 
labor and capital invested, and also only 
one-third of the product of our field. 
This product of tho field cannot bo over- 
looked, as I havo rsasou to bclievo'lrom 
past experience.'' 


Mr. Doolittlo urges that we make a 


few hoes do for OH what tiio market gar- 
deners of the Iru'po cities make a smuil 
piece of land do for them—namely, se- 
cure as much profit from an aero of laud 
as some of our country people do from 
their tens cf acres. Ho finds by a care- 
ful study of cm- bco papers that it is no 
unusual thing to fieo reports whero 50 
colonies cf bees havo produced C,000, 
0,000, 7,000 aud even 8,000 pounds of 
honey, while ho lias yet to see a report 
quadrupling sncli whero four times the 
number oJ colonies wero kept. 
Ho has 


himself secured an average of 100 
pounds ot comb honey from 07 colonies 
of bees, Bprh:g count, as tho overage re- 
sult of a single season. 


Tho liaillr Corn«. 


The red and white Kaffir corns seem 


to -approach very nearly to tho require- 
ments of tho arid laud farmer for a grain 
and forage crop for etock. They require 
n somewhat longer season to mature the 
grain than do tho best varieties of 
Dhonra, hnt when it is produced thero 
is moro of it, it is better feed, docs not 
wasto so easily in handling, and there 
is always a lino yield of the best of fod-

The only salvation for 


companies which havo large investments 
in irrigation works is to colonize their 
lands. The operations of tho Carey law 
will put n large amount of cheap land 
-upon the market. This will not injure 
the irrigation companies, but it will- 
causo them to change their methods. 
They must give moro thought to the 
matter of planning colonies which will 
bo attractive to vho people. 
They must 


help their settlers to find tho way to 
prosperity. There will bo just ns many 
kinds of laud-in the market as-there aro 
qualities of'dress goods in the dry goods 
stores. 


The lands already acquired nnd:r pri- 


vate enterprise aro generally those which 
o2er tho best advantages. If thoso who 
havo them in hand will add to these 
advantages carefully matured plans"Tb~r 
attractive colonies, they will Imd that 
the reclamation of tho public lands will 
ho a great advantage to them. It will 
result in making irrigation a ho.nsobcld 
word and turning tho thoughts of mil- 
lions of people to-tho possibilities of 
homemakiug in tho arid rfigion. And 
when this is done tho best irrigated 
lauds will !>o ia high demand by thoso 
•who havo means to tako advantage of 
their opportunities. It yet remains to 
mako a colony which shall represent tha 
best modern thought nnd the highest 
social and industrial conditions possible 
under irrigation, 


CtiHivato Less Land. 


Tho farm papers nil coincide thnt, as 


a rule, farmers attempt to cultivate too 
much land. It is r. fact, and ouo to be 
deplored, that almost every ono spreads 
his efforts over too much territory. The 
boast is how many acres of crops ono 
has grown and uot how much per acre. 
A neighbor took pride in saying f hat ho 
had put in 70 acres of spring crops, but 
another who had only 25 acres of iacd 
made more net money from it than the 
former did from his whole farm of 150 
acres. Now, which was tlio wiser and 
better farmer? A long time ago somo 
ono printed a pamphlet with this title: 
"Ten Acres Enough." 
Largo farmers 


thought tho author a crank. Bnt a cor- 
respondent of The farm and Fireside 
names and locates a man who supports 
himself, wife and six children from tho 
products of his "farm" of two acres and 
lays up money besides. He has neither 
greenhouse nor nearby city markets to 
facilitate his operations. He resides in 
n country placo whero land is cheap 
nnd transports his goods to a village 
market a considerable distance a\vav, 
but ho seldom returns without bringing 
n load of manure that costs him noth- 
ing. Tho possibility of tho production 
of land is littlo realized.

Harrowing wheat in spring Is ono of 


those farm operations that may result 
beneficially or it may not, and it can't 
bo foreseen whether it will or not in 
any given season. But I believe on sandy 
soil it would bo as well ro dispense, with 
tho harrowing, lor such Suil does not re- 
quire losening up, and if tlio clover seed 
bo sown at the proper timo, whiui tho 
soil is full of cracks, it will not require 
any covering except what it gets from 
subsequent freezings and thawinga of 
tho soil. But if one determine to try tho 
spring harrowing of wheat the proper 
timo to do it is after tho ground gets 
settled and will work nicely. Unless the 
soil bo very light, n straight tooth har- 


Flucl;inK Fowls. 


There are somo persons who object to 


scalding fowls preparatory to removing 
tho feather?, Professor Blot among the 
u-jmber, on tbo ground that it injures 
tho quality of the Cesh, "With all respect 
for the professor, Tho American Poultry 
Yard does not believe the difference is 
worth ciiucliiig at all. Plucking the 
fowls is tedious enough at best. 


If thero aro any who want to operate 


without tho aid of tho scalding process, 
let them do so, and when they are tirod 
of it let them try tho following im- 
proved method: Dip the fowls in cold 
water nud let them drip. Then apply 
finely pulverized rosin to tho feathers, 
using :i dredging box for convenience. 
Then scald in tho usual way. The rosin 
sticks tho feathers together so that tho 
pinfoat-liers como out with the others, 
saving much trouble. Apply ahont half 
a teacupful of rosin to a fowl,

CINCINNATI, Feb. li.—Tho discovery of 


two well defined cases of leprosy in tho 
Inko shore city of Toledo cannot fail to 
start anew tho discussion of tho question 
as to whether or not tho dread disease Is 
contagious and hereditary. At ttio pres- 
ent time it appears to bo t.ho universal be- 
lief of those wlio havo had most to do with 
the lepers of Lho Sandwich Islands, where 
tho scourge has probably worked greater 
havoc thai) niiywhuM elso on earth, that 
It is both contagious and trnnsmittablo 
from parent to ehllJ. No ono sent vo cnro 
for the lepers has escaped unless his stay 
has been short. Every ono will remember 
tho case nf Father Damien, whoso life 
nmcng thu lepers as their spiritual guide 
ended so painfully Mnd so lamentably. 
Even if the charges against his personal 
morn!!ty aro accepted as true, which they 
aro not universally by any mc.ius, the 
theory of thu infectiou.-nossof leprosy was 
borne, out by his death, for ho was n man 
well versed iu the art of hygienic living 
and ono who wns oarotul tu tako every ad- 
vantage of liis knowledge. 


The testimony of the leper commission 


detailed by tho government to study tho 
scourge In India is somewhat at variance 
with tho views of thoso who havo most 
closely studied It in Hawaii. According 
to a report recently made by this commis- 
sion, leprosy has not incroaseil of lato 
years, though its victims arc not universal- 
ly separated from tho clean in Indln. i'ur- 
thormnrc, tho commission boldly assorts, 
tho children ot lepers aro notnlwaystaint- 
ed. Them is some connection, accidental 
or otherwise, between dampness of. climate 
and tho prevalence ot tbo disease; but, 
contrary to Lho belief cntertiiiucil by many 
scientillc men as well as the unlearned, 
there Is no ovldcncco whatever of connec- 
tion between leprusy nnd a flail diet. It is 
admitted that there is 11 possibility, though 
a remote one, that leprosy Is contagions, 


i but t)ic general spread of the disease is not 
i attributed to contagion, and there aro not 
! wanting cases of healthy persons marry- 
! iUf lepers and 
themselves remaining 


: sound and well. 


The commission further reports, and 


this might reasonably bo expected, that 
thoro b> a direct connection between dirt 
and dl'scnso with regard to this as well as 
many other human disorders, 
Thoro nro 


moro native lepers In proportion to total 
population than white, but this prepon- 
derance is not attributed to racial but 
rather lo sanitary causes. 
Notwithstand- 


ing tho Immense'amount of labor donu by 
this commission, which employed hun- 
dreds ot agents in every part of India, no 
now light is thrown by the report upon 
tho origin or possible euro of tho disoaso. 
It Is still hopelessly Incurable, and its 
causes aro wrapped in Impenetrable mys- 
tery. 


Although it may not bo within Uio 


knowlcdHO of thi> general reader, leprosy 
was once almost as prevalent in' Euro-no 
as it is now In India. It was stomped out 
by the most risid and merciless segrega- 
tion of the Infected; of whatever ranker 
social standing, and itNs only within a 
very few years that cases Jrnvo begun to 
nupeur ninung Cnucaslana.

There was such a demand for his vegeta- 
bles that ho could hardly mako change 
fast enough for his customers, and the 
gourmets of Mott street were so intoxicat- 
ed with delighc over tho now order of 
things that they did not always notice 
whether they eot l!lt' rie'lt; amount of 
change or not. Shew did business strictly 
ou the "ono price" motto, and boforo he 
was two vears iu Astoria tho fame of his 
relishes had spread so fnr that ho was un- 
ablo to fill the orders for jardcn truck. At 
tho end of the third year LuoWuh entered 
the Held as an aspirant forngricultur.il 
honors and rented an adjoining farm. 
Two years later Yu Lee, Yung Gee, Tschin 
Chu'Lick and Yum Yon started rival 
farms across tho way and built a number 
of Ii;tlo huts which served tho double pur- 
poses uf barns and dwelling bouses. Shew 
Uo Joo hnd now amassed a snug fortune. 
He cured nothing for competition. He had 
a prosperous and growing circle of pa- 
trons, who found as much enjoyment In 
his relishes as the Melionn man from bis 
potpourri of mixtures which bring with 
them the attending evils of dyspepsia and 
Indigestion.

The Chinese farm- 


ers work from dark to dork. Eight o'clock 
is their breakfast hour. Fifteen minutes 
are usually devoted to this meal.

work again until 1 o'clock, when they 
toko half n n hour off fur dinner. 
Then 


they go bnck to their hoes and work until 
it is too dark to distinguish objects. 
This 


is tho everyday life of this strange people. 


When Ilis Now Year Come*. 


Tho Chinese farmer throws aside all his 


cares and responsibilities at least oncoa 
yonr—on xcw Year's day. Tho Chinese 
Now Year's day took placo Feb. 8, 
Some 


keep it up for n week and some for u 
month or more. 
This may bo said to be 


tho greatest of all Chinese celebrations 
both nt homo and abroad, and whilo U 
lasts only unbounded pleasure Is sought 
after and indulged in. When New Year's 
day arrived, tho Chinese farmers scorn- 
fully laid asido their hoos, and liko true 
Caucasians ninstlcntod turkey, duck nnd 
other edible delicacies. These Bucollo art- 
ists do not use strong liquors. If they get 
n quarter or 50 cents, thoy spend it for 
opium. 
For 60 couts they can havo at 


Joast ten good smokes, which aro equiva- 
lent in effect to ton big drinks of whisky. 
Tho "farmers, however, are dropping this 
practice gradually, ns those who uso tho 
drug to any extent become weak, pale nnd 


John Chinaman is n great bcliovor tn 


irrigation. There is a punip on each of 
tho farms which is used almost incessant- 
ly in watering tho crops. 


Tho irrigation pump is in tho center of 


tho field, nnd a big lone India rubber hoso 
cstcnds to f-ho circumference ot tho farm. 
This is sometimes scon lylngcoiled among 
tho plants like a huge python. Whenever 
ruin docs not come, John attaches the 
nozzle of this hose to tho water supply and 
for hours nt a tlmu pours a steady stream 
of water on the plants. 
On another por- 


tion ot tho farm atnnds o liquid manure 
tank where tho fertilizing ingredients bo- 
Ing bold in solution aro by the same proc- 
ess distributed over tho soil. Every grain 
of seed sown is handled separately and de- 
posited in holes made by the hand. When 
tho scod is planted, John heaps tho ferti- 
lizers on top. Ho grows his cucumbers, 
squashes and other vegetables upsido down 
and trains his vines on poles which ara 
arched toward each other on tho hills. It 
Is a treat novec to be forgotten to seo a 
Chinese farmer lying on his back beneath 
tbo arbors snipping off -the fruit with a 
pair of shears. Strange as this method of 
oriental culture may soom to tho Amer- 
ican farmer, it id worth studying when- 
ono sees their crop ot radishes grow as big 
as our overage sized .turnips and each of 
tholr boons weighing almost one-third 01 
a pound. They have n white radieh which 
measures fully 8 Inches In length and la 
from J}i to 3 Inches in diameter. 


Curious Vegetable!). 


Among tho vegetables' grown by tho 


Chinese on their Astoria farms is a species 
o£ mushroom as hard as stono and as black 
as Ink. Thoso nro very o.tpouslvo. Beforo 
being cooked it Is necessary to put thoin 
IShours in water,'and when taken out 
thoy are soft and swell to twice their for- 
mer size. Among tho other vegetables of 
tholr own peculiar-cultivation entitled to 
distinction aro tho white melon, gourds, 
parsley, water cresses, beans, gow lol, pona 
10! and dunk gwar. 


Tbo loaves of tho Chinoso water 


aro slender and toper down to a point 
The stem is hollow nnd is used by juvenile 
Mongolians in tho Flowery Kingdom for 
whistles. The pong sol is a sort of lettuce, 
tho leaves of which look as if they had 
been polished, so brilliant is their gloss. 
Gow foi is a species of garlic which throws 
up long, palo green spikes. It sells for 2u 
cents a bunch. The vine of the dunk gwar 
resembles that of our watermelon, except 
that it ii not so juicy. 
The flower Is a 


yellow five leaved blossom, and the fruit 
often weighs 40 pounds. 
This vegetable 


costs 65 cents a pound. Tho Chinese 
pumpkin is melon entped and of a light 
green color, ribbed with stripes of a darker 
hue. W-hon ripe, the pumpkin sells for 20 
cents a pound and tbo Cilestial beans and 
peas for 30 cents. 
Some of tho Chinese fanners In Astoria 


have become so wealthy that they include 
white men among their iarni help. 


A Farmer Home. 


Tho homes of the Chinese farmers con- 
sist of a nuuiberof little shanties of pec 1- 
iar architectural design built with ho 
cheapest scantlings nnd covered over with 
tarred paper. The first thing you striko 
in approachlngthosechntcaux,which stand 
in tho center of tho forms, is a sort of let- 
Mr box adorned with a stationary black 
sign covered with cabalistic figures that 
look equally liko a tea chest bit of litera- 
ture era proscription for tho chills. As£ 
a pigtail what the inscription means, and 
ho draws himself into his shell and says: 
"No sabo." "Nobody snbes anything." 
All this is a dismal, unmeaning blank 
when you get down to inquiries. 


In tho rear of thu shanties aro the bams 


nnd sausage factories, whore fowls nro 
kept and pork sausages manufactured. 
Hero also may be seen a bronze rod about 
2J4 feet lonji, with a pound weight hang- 
ing from one end of it nnd a shallow bas- 
ket suspended from a string on tho other. 
This is whcro all tho vegetables aro 
weighed before taking thcro to market. 
There aro numbers along the rod which 
enable tho weigher to uscertaiu the quan- 
tity of goods which bo is seeding to tho 
"market. 
Tho Chinese farmer has o mortal dread 


of tho cnmern, -which he believes is an in- 
vention ot tho evil one. 
When I tried to 


get a snap shot nt one of the farmers re- 
cently, he plunged wildly imo his hut nnd 
closed tho door behind him. It would not 
bo wise for a palefaco to follow John into 
the hut, for tho Chinese farmer is usually 
armed with a Ions cabb.igo knife, and 1C 
is not safe for the troublesome Caucasian 
to experiment too much on his t«mpor.
